IN3EFEEABLENESS OF THOUGHT AND 
LANGUAGE. 


Professor ]•. M as Muller, in his lectures 
•ni the identity of language, and thought, 
holds that language is the history of hu­ 
man thought. 
The Open Court deems the 
views of the eminent philologist on the 
subject to I a' of such high value that it 
has secured the manuscript of the lectures, 
which have not been before published, and 
is now printing them. Of the identity of 
thought words and word thoughts, Muller 
is fully convinced. 
He holds with Hobbes 
that man has reason because lie has lan­ 
guage, and that (ruth and falsity have tio 
pin -e but among such living creat? 
use speech, lxiclse, while doubling wb' 
thought was impossible witlynn* < 
declared that y.m 
uot “u •„ uieir 
. t . 
thinking and reasoning within themselves, 
make use of words instead of ideas, at least 
when the subject of their meditation con­ 
tains ill it complex ideas. 
But this view 
Muller stigmatizes as half-hearted, and as 
level with that “ of philosophers w ho 
shrink from resolute thought. 
They are 
ready to admit that it is almost impossible 
to think without words, hut where this 
almost begins or where it ends they never 
tell us. 
Even Leilttiiz admits lie was 
greatly troubled by finding he could have 
ii" thought inseparable from language of 
some kind. 
Berkeley went to the extreme 
opjiosite of the position of Muller, who 
quotes him a» saying that lie was ton- 
v¡need that words were the greatest im­ 
pediment to thought. 
Muller finds that 
K ant gave little attention to the subject, 
and Hume was in doubt, but William von 
Humboldt wrote, “ If we separate intellect 
and language, su ii a separation does not 
exist in reality." 
S lilciermacher, the 
translator of Plato, pronounced thinking 
and speaking entirely one, and S. helling 
and Hegel, divided on so innnv things, 
agreed on the identity of reason and 
language. 
Tin former held licit "w ith ­ 
out language it i- impossible to concern 
philosophical, nay any human conscious­ 
ness 
In a manner as forcible and in- 
eisivc as ev.-r graced any argumentative 
essay. Muller makes his reader feel the 
earnestness of Ills own belief, that “ it is 
incredible that language should ever have 
been conceived as something that will ex­ 
ist hv itself, apart from our whole intel­ 
lectual nature, or that thought, on the 
•ther hand, should have lieen considered 
is possible without language." . If one lias 
not meditated upon this subject much, it 
will require hut a brief mental earnest 
contest and experiment in the attempt to 
think without thinking in words, to o|>co 
up to himself something of the -field 
M uller explores, and to amaze himself 
with the entrancing, mystical, mental in ­ 
volvement in which it will plunge him. 
! he idea that thought i< one thing, and 
the sounds which we call words quite 
another, Muller pronounces to he a kind 
of philosophical hallucination. 
W hatlev, 
having been laughed al by Sir Win. H am il­ 
ton, for declaring “ logic to be entirely con­ 
versant with language,” John Stuart .Mill 
came to the resi ne of the Archbishop hv 
arguing that the formation of concepts 
and the subsequent process of combining 
them as arguments, must lie considered as 
a process of language. 
W hile thus quot­ 
ing Mill. Muller regrets that the great 
thinker thereafter qualified his expres­ 
sions in a manner to leave his real belief 
in doubt. 
M ullers views run counter to 
the mental philosphy of most theological 
writers, but the force and vigor with which 
he presents his ideas command admiration.

volving extrem es; the increasing demand 
for certain classes of products that must lie 
better and more artistically made than is 
possible to the machine ; the augmented 
sentiment that cheapness is not always 
economy, and finally, the rapidly-growing 
conviction that it is high art to guide the 
hand in cunning work controlled by a cul­ 
tivated intellect. 
The essayist referred to 
gives as one of the reasons for has belief 
in the revival, that there is a demand 
which is growing irresistibly, and gradu­ 
ally affecting the whole social circle, for 
the expression of sensibility and thought 
in the products of many classes of labor. 
The demand for things beautiful as well as 
useful, testifies to a broadening and a bet­ 
tering of tastes; to cultivated powers of 
observation; to culture of the sentimental 
within pro[ior limits, and to a recognition 
of the thought and intellect the handi­ 
craftsman puts into his work aud stamps 
upon it. The effect of the revival, and the 
signs of which impress all who have ob­ 
served them with the promise of its stable 
character, must be felt more immediately 
by certain trades than by the people gen­ 
erally. 
It will tend to add new dignity 
and honor to the vocations of certain 
skilled workers; it will stimulate them to 
higher attainm ents; will increase the de­ 
mand for thorough workmen and the 
highest skill, and will probably evolve 
new products of labor and stimulate de­ 
signing to an extent not tiefore experi­ 
enced. 
That it will diminish the product 
of the machine, or the need for it, is, of 
course, not expected or desired. 
It will 
simply enlarge fields of highly skilled 
labor of the hands, and distribute more of 
aggregated wealth among the workers 
whose skill and creative genius must be 
hacked by a higher degree of intelligence 
than is necessary to “ run ’’ a machine. 


RIGHTS OF ALIENS. 


We go away from home often to learn 
the news of home. 
By the London press 
we are informed that in April last the 
Attorney-General of the United States was 
asked by the President concerning the op­ 
eration of the alien law. 
First—Was tile Act intended to apply 
and 
does it apply, to mines ? 
Second—Can aliens lawfully acquire,ow n aud 
hold share's or stock issued by an American cor­ 
poration, which is the owner of m ineral lands 
in the Territories ? 
T hird—Would the advancem ent of money bv 
aliens for the purpose of developing m ining 
properties be lawful under the Act ? 
Fourth—Can aliens lawfully contract with 
American owners for working mines or m aking 
any proper use of m ineral lands fo ra term of 
years ? 
In May the Attorney-General responded 
as follows: 
First—As mines are real estate, or inheritable 
interests in real estate, the Act does apply to 
them. 
Second—As stock in a corporation is personal, 
an alien can lawfully have, own aud hold 
shares of stock issued by an American corpora­ 
tion which is now the owner of m ineral lands in 
Territories ; but if the holdiDg by aliens exceeds 
A) per ceuL. such corporation can neither ac­ 
quire, hold, own nor hereafter acquire real 
estate while more than 2D per cent, of the stock 
is held and owned by aliens. 
T hird—Under the Act the advancem ent of 
money by aliens for the purpose c f developing 
miuiiig property is law ful. but no fat crest iu the 
real estate can be acquired by s *ch advance­ 
ment, nor would the alien have th.) right to pur­ 
chase the real estate, nor any interest therein, 
on a loan made since the passage of the Act, 
even if sold on liis own security or Ben. 
Fourth—Aliens may ¡awfully contract with 
American owners to work mines by personal 
contracts, for hire or by bona fide leases for a 
reasonable time. 
The decision will be of interest to alien 
investors.

It is just as honorable and 
unobjectionable as any other work. In the 
Last the girls and bovs deem it an oppor* 
tunitv not to lie neglected and they go

picking, [lacking ur canning, and there is 
no reason why young women and men of 
this State, who are not independent in 
means, should not fill the demand for labor 
which the Chicago Tribune, in its recent 
article on the possibilities of California 
fruit in the Eastern markets, declare- t" 
lie the weak point with us. 
The revolt in 
an Alameda cannery by Chinese employes 
recently has called forth some criticism 
adverse to the employers for engaging that 
kind of workmen. 
Vet the lact is that 
that cannery advertised widely for weeks 
for 500 white men and women, girls and 
boys, and even agreed to pay the fare of 
such to the cannery, and to pav wages up 
to the standard, but the white workers 
came not. 
Yet there was at th at verv 
tiiue a complaint put up that the unem­ 
ployed girls and boys of San Francisco 
were in need of la W . 
If the weak point 
with us iu this fruit question is our ina­ 
bility to harvest aud put up fruit crops, it 
will be the fault of our own people if it 
remains so. 
The fruit crops must be 
gathered and shipped, and the latnir needed 
will lie supplied. 
It remains to be seen if 
the white workers, who clamor for labor in 
the cities, will come into the country and 
fill the field, or submit to it being taken by 
an undesirable clement. 


T h e conviction of the man Koselle at 
I-os Angeles for aiding and abetting his 
wife in throwing vitrol upon their victim, 
Petrie, is a grim commentary upon the 
jury that tried the woman for throwing 
the vitrol, and failed to agree.

STATE F A Ill E X H IB IT S. 


A n E xcellen t O rganization for G ather­ 
ing aud P rep arin g County R esou rces. 
The following, which appeared in the 
Colusa Sun of last week, is published in 
lull, to show what is being done in Colusa 
county to make a creditable exhibition at 
the coming State Fair, of the vast resources 
of that county, and as a hint to other coun­ 
ties not yet beard from, and who ought to 
make a like effort and exhibit. The Sun 
says: 
Fruit and grain is coming forward but 
slowly thus far, although a rush of it is an­ 
ticipated for next week. The people of the 
county should understand that although a 
few men in various parts of the county 
have been asked to look after exhibits in 
their particular section, yet every one is ex­ 
pected to take an interest in the exhibit 
and send in his own fruit and grain as wall 
as some from his neighbor. Considerable 
of the fruit that has arrived thus far is too 
ripe, aud has necessarily' been rejected. 
The manager of the exhibit gives below a 
few general rules which everyone will do 
well to observe : 
All fruit should be matured, well grown 
and with its ripe color, but must be firm. 
Under no circumstances send soft or blem­ 
ished fruit. 
Pick all iruit with the stems on. For 
this purpose it is best to use a sharp knife 
or a pair of shears. 
Send the largest aud choicest of each va­ 
riety only. 
Pack very carefully, so that the fruit will 
not be bruised in transit. 
It is better to 
wrap each piece of large fruit in paper and 
pack so that it will not roll around in the 
box. 
As to size of samples, if small fruits, such 
grapes, cherries and the like are forwarded, 
send five to ten pounds of each variety ; if 
peaches, pears, etc., send from two to three 
dozen of each sample. Samples of every 
possible kind or variety of fruit raised in 
Colusa county are solicited. 
All fruits ripening now or before the 5th 
of September must be shipped to Colusa. 
If it does not ripen until after that date, 
and will keep through the fair, ship direct 
to Sacramento. 
Carefully mark each sample with name 
of fruit and name of grower. 
Grain of every variety in the county is 
solicted, in head, in stalk and in sack. If 
in heads, senil not less than a dozen heads ; 
it in stalk, a good-sized sheaf; if shelled or 
thrashed, an ordinary sample bag of each 
variety. 
Carefully mark with name of grain and 
grower. 
Ship all grain direct to Colusa. 
Vegetables of every description are so­ 
licited. 
Keep an eye out on your own place aud 
that of your neighbor’s for large vegetables, 
and see that they are not picked or gath­ 
ered 
until after September 5tn, 
then 
gather aud ship direct to Sacramento. 
Address everything, whether shipped to 
Colusa or Sacramento, to F. C. Kaaclitfe. 
Parties living in various parts of the 
county who have anything to exhibit, but 
who are unable through lack of time or for 
other reasons to attend the 
shipment 
themselves will confer a favor on the man­ 
agement and assist to advertise the county 
by addressing the manager at Colusa, stat­ 
ing their wants or by addressing anv of 
the following gentlemen, when their cases 
will be attended to, viz: D. O. Baker, 
Grimes Landing; A. A. Thayer, Grand 
Island; P. H annum , Peart A Greene, Col­ 
lege City;

The reception by Colonel Shatter and the 
infantry officers Friday evening was a 
brilliant affair aud largely attended. In 
the midst of it the Artillery Regiment 
band came over the lines, and taking up a 
position in front of headquarters, gave a 
delightful 
concert, 
introducing, among 
other things, .the selection 
known as 
“ Recollections of ths War." The hosts 
and all the guests were sincere in their 
enthusiastic praise of the band. At the 
conclusion of the concert, chief musician 
Deverell, of the Infantry band, escorted the 
Artillery band to his quarters and enter­ 
tained it hospitably. 
During Friday Adjutant-General Cosby 
visited both camps, and in the evening 
was present at the reception also. General 
Cosby had been an interested spectator also 
of a battalion drill by the Artillery Regi­ 
ment, and was also present at dress parade. 
On Saturday he visited the Adjutant’s 
quarters officially and inspected the rolls 
showing the attendance upon the encamp­ 
ment, and examined the records of the 
Adjutant generally, and likewise was pres­ 
ent a considerable time at the target prac­ 
tice. The General's visit to the camp was 
unostentatious, and he was well received 
on all hands. General Carey remained 
with the regiment until camp was broken, 
taking much interest in the progress of the 
regiment in its work. 
Saturday forenoon after battalion drill 
C and G Companies had (arget shooting at 
company targets, aud a team of officers aud 
non-commissioned officers from the regu­ 
lars shot at the regimental target against 
a team of the artillerymen, distance 200 
yards.

ft proved a brillfant and enjoyable 
sonal affair. Sunday morning “ packing 
u p " was in order, during which process 
the regulars came over to Camp Sheehan 
in large numbers to say “ good-by."

friendships had been formed in the week, 
and there was sincere regret at the separa­ 
tion about to take place. The regulars 
were quite as moved as were the cilizen- 
soldiers. and The warm hand grasp and 
heart-felt “ God bless you’s ” were the 
order of the hour. Chaplain Davis held 
religious exercises, which the men gener­ 
ally attended, and in which they man­ 
ifested much interest, joining in the hvmns 
and antiphonal readings and the Lord's 
prayer, heartily.

Francisco and some of the regulars’, but 
the square or Sibley tents were anything 
but in good condition. 
The companies were not able to enjoy 
competitive shooting because there was not 
a good range and the targets were few, and 
the marking, by reason of the absence of 
“pits" or bulkheads, very slow. 
Socially the camp was a success, quite 
equal to its military side, and pleasant rec­ 
ollections of it will long remain with the 
participants in its exercises. Balancing its 
drawbacks against its benefits and its pleas­ 
ures, and the latter so far outweighed the 
former that they can, now that the camp is 
over, be passed by and happily forgotten. 


HOPE AX ANCHOR OF THE SOUL. 


T he Im m u tab ility o f G od’s P rom ise C on­ 
firm ed by an G ath. 
Rev. H . C. Christian, Pastor of the Sev­ 
enth-street M. E. Church South, preached 
a very interesting sermon last evening. 
He too» for his text the last five verses of 
the sixth chapter of Paul’s epistle to the 
Hebrews : 
For men verily sw ear by the greater, aud an 
oath for confirm ation is to them an end of all 
strife. 
W herein God, willing more abundantly to 
sbow unto the heirs of promise the im m utabil­ 
ity of his counsel, confirmed it by an oath. 
That by two im m utable things in which it 
was impossible for God to lie, we m ight have a 
strong consolation, who have tied for refuge to 
lay hold upon the hope set before us. 
Which hope we have as an anchor ot the soul 
both sure and steadfast, and which eutereth 
into that w ithin the vail. 
W hether the forerunuer is for us entered, even 
Jesus made a high priest forever alter the or­ 
der of Melchizedek. 
There is said to be only one thing sure, 
and that is heaven. 
This is a source of 
great consolation. We prize the promises 
oí friends; some we never can forget, but at 
the same time we realize that all human 
promises may fail—the promiser may not be 
able to keep those promises. If God had 
sworn by the rock-ribbed mountains, they 
will pass away with time, or be destroyed in 
the great confiagration that is to consume 
the earth. God takes an oath. He swears 
by himself, and he being immutable can 
give the immutable promise. Two im ­ 
mutable things, in which we can have en­ 
tire and implicit confidence. The apostle, 
in using the word refuge, no doubt refers to 
the old cities of refuge. 
When a man m ur­ 
dered another, not willfully, then, if he 
reached that city before being overtaken by 
his pursuers, he was protected. So we 
have a hope, a refuge, which is Jesus 
Christ and salvation through him. The 
apostle afterwards changes this figure, 
and likens it to 
a 
ship 
with 
an 
anchor nearing a rock-bound coast during 
a violent storm and there is danger of its 
being dashed to pieces. The anchor is let 
down and the strong cable holds the vessel 
peacefully and calmly amidst the furies of 
the storm. So he says : 
“ Which hope we 
haveas an anchor of the soul, both Sure and 
steadfast, and which entereth into that 
within tne vail." 
Faith in Jesus is the 
anchor of the soul. The figure of the an­ 
chor suggests the great moral peril to 
which human life is exposed. 
We are all 
sailors out upon life's ocean; we know not 
whither we are drifting; some give it not 
a thought, while others hope to reach 
Heaven. Thank God that in this country 
and in this community there are some who 
are seeking to have anchors to their souls, 
and are securely anchored to the blessed 
promise given in this text. 
There are 
many perils encountered ou life’s ocean, 
where we need this anchor to save us from 
destruction—to hold us from the danger­ 
ous rocks as the anchor holds a ship in a 
storm. 
The speaker said he knew of no place 
in all the wide world where souls were ex­ 
posed to more danger than in California. 
Wings of contending doctrines were spread 
over every quarter of this moral haven, 
and souls exposed to these strong winds 
are iu constant peril of being lost on this 
ocean of hum an doubt. 
Where we kuow 
there are so many who have nothing to 
lean upon ; no anchor to save them from 
b O; dashed to pieces; no well-defined belief 
in Christ; who believe in evi ry thing,and be­ 
lieve in nothing, there is nothing grander 
in the world than for a man or woman to 
have the old faith of their fathers, those 
who have preceded them and entered into 
the other world, into the spirit land. 
Another peril of our times is the re­ 
jection of the old and acknowledged an­ 
chorage of the human soul. 
We are all 
hunting a shorter route to heaven. There 
is nothing better, safer nor surer than that 
old anchor which has been a beacon light 
for over lHOOt years and which has brought 
into that haven of rest so many son Is. 
Men are found who sneer at aud speak 
flippantly of the Bible; who assume to 
know more tban all the millions that ha\e 
lived during the past eighteen centuries. 
They would have us leave out the doctr.ne 
of penitence and other matters objection­ 
able to their ideas of Christianity. 
When 
these old and well-established doctrines 
are forsaken the journey is endangered. 
He called the attention of his hearers to 
the peril of neglect. There was as m uch' 
danger liming a calm as in a storm, al­ 
though not so apparent. 
In the midst of 
life we are in death. W hen we have faith 
anchored in Christ there is great consola­ 
tion. 


D eath o f an O ld-T im e Printer. 
The San Francisco Call of yesterday l a i 
the following reference to the decease of a 
gentleman who was well known in Sacra­ 
mento : 
“ John Simmons, an old and re­ 
spected member of San Francisco Typo- 
¡rraphical Unipn. N'o. 21., Üeu at hisresi- 
uihce, (job Lombard street, yesterday after­ 
noon. The deceased was a native of New­ 
port, R. I., and at tbe time of his death 
was in his sixty-fifth year. 
Mr. Simmons 
came to this coast early in the fifties, and 
held some very important positions in the 
typographical profession 
in past years, 
among others that of assistant foreman on 
the Bulletin, foreman of the Post and of 
the Dispatch, and later, foreman of the Sac­ 
ramento Union. His remains will betaken 
charge of by the printers’ union, of which 
organization deceased was a member at the 
time of his death, and carried to their last 
resting place Monday at 2:30 p. m.” 


C oroner’s Inquest at F oliu m . 
Coroner Clarke held an inquest at F u l 
som Saturday upon the body of “Chinese 
Charley,” a Chinaman who died iu that 
place last Wednesday from the effect of 
wounds received on the 12th inst. Justice 
Anderson, by direction of the Coroner, 
made arrangements for an inquest on 
Thursday, but postponed it until Saturday, 
in order that the c-!°e might be investiga­ 
ted. 
The CoroniT conclu.t d, however, 
as it was apparently a case ot murder, that 
he had better hold the inquest himself, 
and did so. It was discovered that “Char 
ley" had been employed as cook 
for 
Thomas Orr’s thrashing crew, which, cn 
the 12tn, was engaged at Mesiek's ranch, 
on the Cosumnes. 
He cooked dinner for 
the men that day, but in tbe afternoon was 
found lying on the floor in the cook-house, 
almost ttnconcious from two bullet wounds 
in the region of the stomach. 
He was 
cared for by the thrashers and others,and on 
the 
following 
Sunday 
Constable 
Me- 
Comber, of Folsom, who had heard of the 
matter, went to Middleberrv's ranch, two 
miles from the Slough house, to which the 
thrashing outfit had removed on the after­ 
noon of the shooting, prior to its taking 
place, and took the wounded man to Fol­ 
som. The Chinaman s statement to the 
officer was in effect that after he arrived at 
Middleberry's ranch he was tired and fell 
asleep, and that while lying down a col­ 
ored man, with whom he had had trouble 
came up and shot him. 
The Chinaman 
said that after being shot he did not move 
as the person who did the shooting came 
up and examined him critically, aud he 
knew that if he gave any indication that he 
was still alive he would be shot again. A 
Chinese doctor from this city attended 
“ Charley,” and said he w as'only shot 
once. O te of the two wounds was occa­ 
sioned by the bullet striking a board and 
bounding back. 
Tbe members of the 
thrashing crew assume to know nothing 
concerning the shooting, and heard no 
shots. There is a colored man named 
Thomas Atchison in the crew, but the 
white men say that he is a peaceable, 
harmless fellow, aud could have had noth­ 
ing to do with the shooting. Tfiey say that 
the Chinaman was the only one in the 
crew who was known to have a pistol, and 
that weapon could not be found when it 
was searched for. 
The Coroner’s jury 
brought in a verdict that death resulted 
from pistol shot wounds inflicted by a per­ 
son or persons unknown. 


L itti.eb's P olitics.—In regard to Mr. 
Littler a story is going the rounds that the 
Republican member of the Pacific Com­ 
mission was extremely anxions to find out 
in the past few days w hether the California 
Republicans were going to instruct their 
delegates to the next National Republican 
Convention to vote for any particular Presi­ 
dential aspirant. 
Littler is looked upon by 
those who know him as somewhat of a 
politician, and, although the story has no 
particular person to back it, there is some­ 
thing plausible about it. The gentleman is 
said to have talked against the delegates 
being instructed for any one. and as he cer­ 
tainly must have known how Republicans 
on the coast regard Blaine, the conclusion 
would then be irresistible that he was not 
an intense adorer of the magnetic Plumed 
Knight.—ii. i . Examiner. 


P ro lific Plums.—A cluster 
of plums 
received from C. B. Scriver, of Healdsburg, 
Sonoma county, and grown upon I. N. 
Curtis’ farm, one mile from that place, is 
quite a curiosity.

T w o P erform an ces a t A gricu ltu ral P ark 
T o-ilay—A G rand Street P arad e. 
Once a year one attraction comes to town 
th at pleases 
all, both young and old, 
and th at is the circus. T he m enagarie 
is 
peculiarly attractive 
to the young, 
and one w hich carries w ith it m any useful 
lessons. T he circus, to the boy, is the 
cream of excellence. 
W ho cannot rem em ­ 
ber his first circus—the trick donkey, the 
funny clow n, the big elephant, etc. ? 
It 
m ay have been years ago, but its recollec­ 
tion is as vivid in the m ind as are trans­ 
actions of yesterday. 
One of the oldest 
show m en in Am erica, and one of the m ost 
successful, is Jo h n Robinson. 
H e has been 
in the circus business tor nearly half a cen- 
turv, has been on the road for upw ards of 40 
years, has alw ays given a good show, and 
has never broken up in the business. 
lie 
commenced life by “ advertising truthfully 
and sticking to all his contracts." 
Since 
circuses began m oving on trains. Robinson 
has been absorbing less pretentious com ­ 
binations until to-day he advertises the 
largest circus in the ’world—ten m onster 
circuses com bined, 
together w ith three 
large menageries, all under an ¡m ínense 
spread ol canvas, for one adm ission fee. 
This circus was at D ixon Saturday night, 
and arrived in Sacram ento at an early hour 
yesterday m orning. 
Jo h n Lowlow, the 
business m anager, and also a clown, is 
not a stranger to Sacram ento, having been 
on this coast three 
tim es 
before the 
present trip. 
H e is a gentlem an of re­ 
finem ent, of pleasant address, and who has 
the details 
of 
this 
large com bination 
at his fingers ends, and handles the three 
hundred attaches with as m uch ease as 
does the ordinary business m an his half 
dozen of help. 
They travel on two im ­ 
m ense railroad trains, ow ning their own 
cars, which are each sixty feet in length, 
and built expressly for this character of 
transportation. 
Yesterday Mr. Lowlow 
took some reporters and others to the cir­ 
cus grounds in A gricultural Park, showed 
them around, and gave them an insight to 
circus life. 
It is the largest spread of can­ 
vas ever seen in this city. The m enagerie 
is so extensive th at it is show n under two 
im m ense tents. 
In the first are the cages 
of wild and ferocious anim als, in the other 
are the elephants, zebras, buflaloes and rare 
anim als from all portions of the world. 
The anim als are all excellent specimens. 
T he lions were unusually noisy, and their 
roar could be heard for blocks around. 
It 
would be im possible to go into detail 
of the great num ber of these anim als or to 
even enum erate them by nam e. 
In a cage 
with two Brazilian hyenas is a dog between 
a wolf and a shepherd. T his dog was 
placed in the cage w hile the circus was in 
the S¡a’e of Nevada, by Mr. Robinson, he 
thinking that the hyenas would kill and 
devour him . 
The dog, however, went 
into the tight to win, and now is m aster of 
the situation. 
The elephants are live in 
num ber, three large anci two sm all ones. 
Mary, one of the largest, is said to be 140 
years of age and has been in the circus 
business for tk> years in Am erica. 
The 
largest one, “Chief," has a very black 
record, having killed no less than twelve 
m en. 
H e is kept closely chained and to 
all appearances is quite docile. 
These ani­ 
m als are all well trained and take part in the 
grand entree at the com m encem ent of the 
perform ance. W hen Mr. Lowlow w as asked 
why they gave no circus perform ance he 
replied: 
“ Mr. Robinson is opposed to 
desecrating the Sabbath. 
H e has often 
said to m e th at m oney earned on the Sab­ 
bath never did any person any good. W hen 
he cannot m ake m oney enough to m ake 
the business profitable by show ing six days 
in the 
week he will quit the business." 
The am phitheater in w hich the perform ­ 
ances will be given this afternoon and 
evening is a large ten t supported by six 
center poles containing two rings and an 
elevated stage. 
T he perfofmers are over 
100 in num ber, and said to be the best ob­ 
tainable in Europe and 
America. 
Mr 
Lowlow said that a crowd of hangers-on 
were alw ays to be fouud around the circus. 
Three-card m onte men, sw indlers of every 
type, followed in the wake of the circus 
who preyed upon the unsuspecting and 
com m itted various thefts. T he circus m an­ 
agem ent do not hold them selves responsi­ 
ble for these m iscreants and do all in their 
power to protect their patrons front them . 
These individuals will he pointed out to 
the police officers. 
T here will be a grand 
street parade at 10 a . m. to-day.
